Alter ail these 
years, and taking into account the 
millions of dollurs that have been spent 
upon - the water supply, it is appallin 

to realise that the Colony is, for all 
practical:purposes, 12 8 Worse state than 
it was before (he extension took place. 
There must’ be something wrong some- 
where, execially in the distribution of 
the water.” If there is not leakage in 
the setvice itself, there is a great deal 
of wastefulacss somewhere. This 
self-evident proposition the Water 
Authority seems. at lsat to have realised. 
To realise it ig to act, atid the excallent 
young man, whose eulogics have been 
sung. ino high key in the public pross 
and on the public platform during. the 
lest faw months, bas taken action which 
bas stirred to its depthe the European 
portion of the- community. There is 
much indignation over the arbitrary 
and arrogant conduct of the Water 
Authority, but alter all it is doubstul if 
the whole ‘of: the responsibility should 
be thrown upon bis shoulders, Before 
certain action can be taken under the 
Ordinance, it has to be reviewed by the 
Governor in Council. If therefore, 
any ill-fealing is setup itis not solely on 
account of the conduct of a young man 
in a harry. At the same time, it is 
impossible,to, acquit Mr Crook, excellent 
official as he is, from a decided want of 
tact in the discharge of his executive 
daties. Ho wvuld probably accomplish 
‘the object, he desires quite as readily 
and satislactorily if be displayed rather 
more of that suaviter in modo which is 
so necessary in dealings bewween a public 
servant and tho public, Tho Water 
Autborities, in their present efforts to 
check wilful waste ‘of water, have be- 
gun at the wrong placa, They have

It would not be any great. hardship’ to 
allow the Chinese to.do precisely. what- 
| is done by the British working classes. 
Bofore any attempt should be. made to 
lay down detective. meters’ the: Water 
Department should be absolutely certain 
that the meters are thoroughly reliable. 
Several instances have been brought 
under our notice, where the meter was 
prosely indccurate. But thatis a: mere 
detail. The outcome of the whole mat- 
ter is that if the European residents are 
to be harassed by irrational: restrictions 
and penalties by an arrogant and tact- 
less official service, residénos.‘in the 
Colony will soon become undesirable 
and certainly not in accordance with the 
written and unwritten principles which 
are supposed to govern British -coloni- 
sation. A’.liberal’'and not -too literal 
interpretation ofa faulty Ordinances is 
requisite, and if the new departure of 
the Water Depattment is not modified 
by the Government it is highly pro- 
bable that the Colony will have to listen 
|to a good deal of angry wrangling. 
‘We are hopeful that the higher officials

excess can ba tolerated without any ill 
effects, Where this comparatively harm- 
lana gas can get, other and far moro bene- 
ful, but less easily demonatrated, gases cau 
got an readily. These experiments show 
ts the necessity for taking ptecantions to 
prevent the subsoil air from entering the 
dwelling. The usnal course, as you know, 
is to lay an impérvious bed of concreta or 
other it pervious -material_over the aoil on 
which the dwelling ia built, but it is advis- 
able alao to extend this  litile outside the 
building. On this subject I will read Mr 
Chadwick's observations, written 12 years 
ago, whieh seem almost prophetic :—* Lt ia 
stated that hitherto Hongkong has escaped 
the epidemics which have afflicted other 
places in the neizhbourbood. The sottle- 
Dant is but 40 yoars old, and the subsoil 
beneath the city may not yet be aufficiently 
asturated with Sith to make it a hotbed for 
diseaso and s breeding ground for filth- 
poison. It is somewhst premature to as- 
sume thet this happy immonity will always 
continue, for the process of saturation is 
slowly but surely going on, and if unchecked 
esnnot fail to bring forth abundant frit in 
the form of misery and disease.’ 


It has been determined that at certain

The ateansphere of the town and dwel- 
lings is detiled by the emanations of putre- 
acent matter, by respiration, ond other 
meane, and is palluted directly in propor- 
tion to the density of the population. Here, 
then, comes a divided responsibility ; the 
individual can, if ao minded, prevent the 
first form of pollution, but the stato only 
can remedy overcrowding. The state can, 
and must, tntervene even before the peo- 
ple are taught why such measurea are 
taken. 

Perhaps it is not sufficiently appreciated

OHINESE COOLIES FOR. BEAZI 


| ‘The following is an editorial article token | 


from the London Daily News of Soptember 


Qa Saturday a patagroph in The Daily 
Nuws told of attempts being made by 6 Bra- 
zilian Company to seoara for the Govern. 
mentof that country edcrmous numbers of 
Chiness Cooliea through the Portagueso aot- 
tlemontof Macao. Commenting oa this pa- 
ragraph and its‘ timely publication’ in an 
interesting letter which will be found in an- 
other columo, Mr ©, 8. Alles, Secrotaay of 
the Anti-Slavery Society gives a briof hie. 
tory, of many previous projects. similar 
to that now exposed, Brazil ix in fact 
an old offender, sharing with Pern and 
Cuba an oamnenviable reputation for 
ita nefarious methods of obtaining cheap 
labourcrs, who, under the terms of 
thelr contracts became pratioally slaves dj- 
reotly, they reached the plantations, And 
Maoao has before now proved o complacent 
medium through which the traffic in Coolie 
labour sould be carried on. Teronty-one 
years ago a'scciety yas formed in Havane 
for the importation of Coolics through this 
Portuguene settlement at Macao, and when 
they arrived at Havana there was not touch 
eeoreoy about the fact of their sale to the 
planters at euormens profits. Nominslly 
they were frea agents who had agresd to 
place their labour at the disposal.of the im- 
Porting Oompany for a certain number of 
yours, In reality they wore slaves bound 
tu their tackmasters by fetters which could 
rot be broken easily. The last oooasion on 
which Brozil attempted to procure large 
numbers ot Obinere labourers under contract 
for its plantations wae in 1888, when Mr 
Tong King Sing was sent asa spacial envoy 
from China to Brazil, under the conditions 
and with the results narrated in Mr Allen's 
letter. The envoy then had his eyes opened 
to the oruelties of a syatem which 
simply substituted yellow slave labour 
fur black, end he accordingly por- 
aunded his Government not to senotion 
the proposed emigration. The ex- 
perience and advice of Mr Tong King Bing 
must eithar have been forgottea in China or 
the Portuguese settlemant at Maoao has dis- 
covered @ means of evading the regulations 
against contracts for Coolie labour, seeing 
thet nearly five hondred Chinese Coolics bave 
been shipped recently on board a German 
vessel at Macao for conveyance direct to Rio 
de Japeiro, As cheap labour is not difficult 
te procure in Mrazil the only interpretation 
that oan be placed on the endeavours of the 
oumpany in question to procure somothing 
Vike a million immigrants from China 
ig that Brazilian plantera prefer a system 
of thinly disgnised slave dealing to 
negotiations for the employment of free 
labour that muat be paid for in the 
ordinary way of tbuainese, England 
has repeatedly shown her detestation . pf 
such traffic by prohibiting the export of 
Coolies under indeatare from any Eust{ndian 
ports or provinces subject to Britiah rule. 
In ite efforta to bring other vation to si- 
milar views the Anti-Slavery Bosisty, hes 
been successful many times, and the kope of 
all who share our hatred of alarery, whether 
openly called by that uame or ouly helf- 
| eoncealed by any other, muat hope that the 
Foreign Office will act promptly ax it bas 
done before now for the suppresion of a 
traffic which ia nothing better than elare- 
trading in‘ona of its oruelleat forms. 


LORD DUNMORE’S WINTER WALK. 


Tho croseing of the Behring straits on 
the ice, which the Earl of Dunmore and 
Mr. Benjamin Lavigne are to attempt next 
winter, although spparantly an adventure 
for amusement rether than a seientife 
quest, will yet have a many-eided interest. 
‘The comparatively narrow waterway that 
soparatas Asia and Anierica near the Arctic 
circle hag often baen stadied, at least on 
the maps, with a view to its prospective 
nee for communication between the two 
continents, and long ego, before the pro- 
diem of submarine cables bad become as 
simple of solation as it ia to-day, there was 
a project for a land telegraph through 
British Columbia asd Alaska, crossing 
thors to Siberia. It in-no longer though! 
of, apparently. 


_ Another project that has often been con- 
sidered is that of bridging Behring strait, 
and so constructing o railroad sorogs it, 
Ex-Goy, Gilpin, of Colorado, used to be 
interested in studying thie enterprice. He 
conaidered that the valleys and plateaus of 
the Rocky Mountains conld ba followad by 
a line of railway ap the strait: Estimating 
this lest ag 48 miles wide st the poiut to be 
orosaed, it would be broken nearly midway 
by the Droweds islands. These extend in 
eoch a way that practically the problem 
would be furLber reduced to two bridges of 
a little over 20 miles each on either side. 
Still, s 20 mile bridge over water ie no 
child's play, even in these days of triumph- 
ant engiosoriug. Bat ho believed that a 
depth of not more than 40 fect coald not be 
relied on witha solid bottom. Besides, a 
warm current from the south passing 
through the ohannel and sorresponding 
in some measure to She Gulf Stream of the 
Atlantic, keaps the strait, he held, always 
open, and icebergs anknown there, 


It will be observed, therefore, that the 
theory on which this enthusiastic projector 
proceeded would be fatal, if correct, to the 
couing trip over the ice. Bat undoubtedly 
in speaking of the strait ae always ‘open’ 
‘ex-Governor Gilpin may have used the 
term in only 4 relative sense, It was open 
enough, he thonght, to insure the asfety of 
bridges. Exactly to what extent it is 
open the proposed journey may determine, 
and thus after all it may heve a certsin 
practical value. If people cannot go across 
in boats and. maintain a ferry in summer, 
perhaps they will bo all the more sure of
